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THE BALLOT AND VIVA VOCE,
Jomx Breanr Miun, the English writer on
politieal oconomy, has recently propoundsd
to'the Bocial Boience Association of Phila-
delphia sundry questions in regard to the
practioal operation of the vote by ballot. In
England the old viea vose mothod still pre-
vails, despite the efforts of the Liberals to
supplant it by the ballot, and he probably
hopes that the answers to his queries will be
of such a charncter that they will furnish new
ammunition to the advooates of the proposcd
reform.
fic man in this State doubts the superiority of
our system, and we would no more think of
roturning to the antiquated and inferior Eng- |
lish method in general elections than of giv-
ing up railroads to go back to turnpikes, The
principle underlying the whole subject may
be briofly stated in the allegation that it is
right for Legislaters and Congressmen to
have their votes publicly racorded, becanse
they act as representatives, snd their con-
stituents should be apprised of their conrse
on every public mensure on which a call of

yeas and nays is demanded; but the people, |

acting for themselves alone, and Leing re-
sponsibls to no one, should be relieved from
all accountability for the exercise of their
private jmdgment on public questions.

It must be confessed, however, that, like
all other human institutions, even the ballot,
a8 established in this city, is not absolntely
perfeot; and we could not give entirely
satisfactory answers to all of Mr. Mill's
questions.

whether any official is cognizant of the vote,
If Mr. Mill was to inqnire minutely into

tho result of the comparatively few instances |

where voters endeavored to maintain
seorecy when shrewd election officers wished

to penetrate it, he would find that the efforts |

of the reticent voters had rarely been erowned

with suocess. At nearly every election efforts |

are made to have the beadings of the re-
gpeotive tickets printed in a type which will
insure their identifieation by politicians
learned in such matters, and when there is
resson fto suspect that these headings are
designodly imitated, other plans are speadily
dovised to msgcertain the real proclivities of
doubtful voters.

Mr. Mill's question whether voters are
“desirous of concealing their opinions and
votes,” however, may be emphatically
answered in the negative. As arule they
are remarksbly free and outspoken, and
doubts about the political position of Ameri-
oan yoters or a desire for concealment occur
only in exceptional cases.

When Mr. Mill asks “what inflnences,
guch as corruption, intimidation, or other,
bave most effect on the vote, and does the
ballot protect the vote fully from these, or in
what point does it fail to do so?" his gquery
brings into strong relief the superiority of
the Amerioan system. To the honor of our
voters be it said that cases of corruption and
intimidation are extremely rare, and in pro.
portion to numbers, a hundred English voters
are either bought or frightened to one Ame.
rioan, The great mass of our citizens are as
completely above the reach of such influences
a8 the prondest nobles of Great Britain. The
“‘other” influences by which they are chiefly
swayed are their partisan affinities, or, ina
few cases, personal friendship.

An snswer nearly as satisfactory conld be
given to his question whether the body of
voters are ‘‘intelligent and apparently swayed
only by public motives,” but an English-
man who is not familiar with the ramifica-
tions of our politics, and with the prevailing
thirst for office, wonld not be likely to compre-
hend, withont minute explanations, the extent
to which our politieal machinery is manipn-
lated by men inspired, in part, by parsonal
ambition.

Mr. Mill's last query is as follows: —

“Do you think open or secret voting best seoures
the expression of the elector’s conviotions, exposed

This question, too, displaya an ignorance
of the workings of the ballot in this country
which is soarcely pardonable, It implies that
its use screens American voters “‘from the
healthy influence of public opinien,” and that
this faot is as notorious ag the intimidation of
British voters under the wviva voce system.
If Mr. Mill wishes to he enlightened, he should
at the outset divest himself of this totally
orroneous idea. Neo man here is soreened
from the force of public opinion, and it is in
reality far more potent than it wonld be under
a piva voce system, for where that prevails it
is the rich and powerful, the owners of large
landed estates or the proprietors of cotton
mills, mainly, who are feared, while here the
magses, when they are fully aroused, can
wield a potential influence in all guestions,
and award spoedy punishment politically to
those who inour their displeasure, or shower
honors upon their favorites,

Fortunately for the honor of our country,
Mr. Mill does not ask about the operations of
the ‘“‘repeaters.” Perhaps if bedid we should
be obliged to confess that the Baglish system
may have the solitary virtue of furnishing a
better safeguard aguinst their rascality than
our own.

'I('MN SHOOTING
AGAIN,

Yestenpay there was anothér hearing of the
Ficken shooting case in the Court of Quar-
ter Sessions, and on the surgeon’s testimony
that the boy Curran appeared to be ount of
danger, it was decided to reloase Ficken on
| bail, to answer the charges against him in
the bill returned by the Grand Jury. The
District Attorney desired that the bail should
bo fixed at $20,000, giving as his reasons that
the defendant was a rich man, and that as he
contemplated leaving the country, the
amount should be placed at such a figure as
will gnarantee that he will be on hand when
he is wanted. Ficken's counsel protested
against this, and attempled to persuade the
Court that his client was a persecuted indi-
vidual, and that $20,000 wonld be most op-
pressive bail. Judge Lndlow, in rendering
his decision, took exactly the right grounds,
and said very justly that what might be op-
pressive bail in one ense wonld be laughed at
in others. The only object the Court had in
fixing the amount of the bail bond was to
secure the attendance of Ficken to answer
the charge ngainst him when his ocase comes
up for trial, The testimony showed that the
accused was wealthy, und also that he con-
templated leaving the country, and under
these circnmstances the Judge considered
himself perfectly justified in fixing his bail in
the Curran case at $12,500, which, with
the #2500 domanded by the mnagistrate
and the $5000 in the caso of the boy Isaac
Barker, wonld make a total of 20,000, which
under the circnmstances was no more than
jnatice required. The Judge then admo-
nished Ficken that it would be well for him
to surrender himself at once if his vietim
should grow seriously worse, and he repelled
the insinuation of Ficken's counsel that he
bad been influgnced by either personal or
political motives in anything that he had
done or said with regard to the case, and con-
cluded his remarks by saying “‘that so far as
the Court is concerned it is-a matter of little
importance who the man is, he will be tried
according to law. If bhe is guilty he will be
convicted; if he is innocent T hope he will be
negnitted.” There was greal reason to
fear that efforts would be made to hush the
affair up, and prevent it from being bronght
before the vourts, en account of Ficken's
wealth and supposed influence and soeial
position. The District Attorney is entitled
to great credit for his prompt nnd efficient
action, and there is now a fair chance that
exact justice will be done, and the ountrage
avenged by Ficken being obliged to delay his
journey to Europe until after he serves out a
term in the Penitentiary,
